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BICENTENNIAL REPORT 


The year 1963 was New Boston’s Bicentennial year: the two 
hundredth anniversary of the granting of its Charter of Incorporation. 
This historic event was observed by a variety of activities on July 4-7. 

Thursday, July 4th, was celebrated in much the same manner as 
preceding Fourths, and for which New Boston has long been famous. 
The Grand Parade, led by the Spartan Drum and Bugle Corps of Milford, 
opened the observance with one of the most popular features being the 
old stage coach, which was loaned to us by the town of Francestown. 
A few of our oldest residents were passengers. The old Tavern wagon 
was also an attraction. : 

At the conclusion of the parade, a precision drill was given by the 
Spartans at the Playground, and the town’s proud possession, Molly 
Stark Cannon of Revolutionary War tame, was fired several times and 
provided a proper and resounding salute. 

Beginning with words of welcome extended by Regis Lehman, 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, an interesting speaking program 
was highlighted by the presence of His Excellency, Governor John W. 
King, who brought greetings from the State, and who dedicated a large 
flag previously flown over the nation’s Capitol and given to the town by 
Senator Norris W. Cotton in honor of the town’s Bicentennial anniversary. 
Mr. Rene Gagne, of Hooksett, sole survivor of the group of Marines who 
raised the American flag on Mt. Suribachi in World War II performed 
the act of raising the new flag to the top of the flagpole at the Playground. 
This flag is now in possession of the Selectmen. 

New Hampshire Congressman James C. Cleveland delivered the main 
address of the day. 

Elder New Boston citizens, including the town’s oldest resident, Mr. 
Joseph Daniels, and other honored guests were seated on the speakers’ 
stand and Charles E. French served as master of ceremonies. 

The afternoon program included a dinner served in the Town Hall, 
a tots parade, sports and contests, a Tri-Mountain League baseball 
game between Goffstown and New Boston with the former taking the win. 
An outdoor chicken barbecue was followed by an evening entertainment 
of barbershop quartet selections, a Scottish Country dance group perform- 
ance, and instrumental music. Fireworks, a bonfire, and the singing of 
the National Anthem concluded the day. 

On Friday, July 5th, eight interesting and attractive homes were 
graciously opened by their owners for an Open House tour. These were 
the homes of Mr. and Mrs. George Hinman, Mr. and Mrs. Clyde Heath, 
Mr. and Mrs. Waldron Hersey, Mr. and Mrs. Carl Friedrich, Mr. and Mrs. 
Reginald Hayes, Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Wells, Mrs. Winfield Shaw and 
Mr. and Mrs. Laurence Gaunt. This proved a most popular feature and 
was well attended. 

The New Boston Players presented an entertaining three act drama 
entitled, “The Importance of Being Earnest” at the Town Hall on 
Friday evening.

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RECORD OF TOWN MEETING — 1963 


Articles in 1963 Town Warrant and Proceedings of the 
Town Meeting, March 12, 1963 


The annual Town Meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Roland Sallada, at 10:00 A.M., March 12, 1963 and prayer was offered 
by the Rev. John L. Aalfs. 


Articles 1 and 2 read by the Moderator: 
Article 1. To choose all necessary officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To vote on the following subject: Shall the provisions 
of Chapter 171A of the revised Laws relative to playing games of 
Beano be adopted in this Town? 


It was moved by Henry Friedrich, seconded by Regis Lehman, to 
work on Articles 1 and 2 and the remainder of the warrant at 7:30 P.M. 
The motion carried and the polls were opened to take care of these 
articles. 


Charles Hoyt took the floor and raised an objection, wanting the 
ballots counted immediately after closing the polls, referring to the 
law. The moderator acknowledged the existence of this statute and 
was willing to count the ballots immediately if this was the wish of 
the people. He explained that this would delay the meeting by about 
three hours. He also explained this was the way this had been done 
for quite a number of years previously. A motion was then offered that 
we count the ballots immediately and it was unanimously defeated. 


Article 3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $200.00 to be used to finance the Bi-Centennial on July 4th 
and 5th or act in relation thereto. 


It was so moved by Laurier Michaud, seconded by Charles French, 
and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 6. To authorize the Trustees of Trust Funds to withdraw 
said sum of money now in the Trust Fund for the Bi-Centennial and 
turn money over to the Treasurer to support the same, or act in relation 
thereto. 

It was so moved by Donald Byam and seconded by Bernard Kane. 
The motion carried. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 to be put in the Capital Reserve Fund toward the 
purchase of a new Fire Truck in the near future or act in relation thereto. 


It was so moved by Regis Lehman, seconded by Henry Friedrich, 
and the motion carried. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will petition the Tax Commission 
of the State of New Hampshire to re-appraise all eligible taxable real 
estate in the Town of New Boston, or act in relation thereto. 


It was so moved by Charles French, seconded by Reginald Hayes, 
The vote was by ballot — 165 ballots cast, 95 Yes and 70 No. The 
motion carried. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money, not in excess of $3,000.00 to defray the expense of the real 
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estate appraisal, and to raise not more than one-half of the total expense 
in 1963 and the remainder in 1964, or act in relation thereto. 

Leonard Murphy moved the article as read, seconded by Patricia 
Sullivan. 

This was amended by Raymond Barss, seconded by Elizabeth 
Houghton, to read $1,800.00. The amendment did not carry. 

Returned to the original motion and it was so voted in the affirm- 
ative. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a Building Regu- 
lation Code; said Regulations being those filed with the Board of 
Selectmen and Town Clerk, or act in relation thereto. 


A motion made by Paul Allen, seconded by Arthur Houghton, Jr., 
that this article be indefinitely postponed did not carry. 


The original article was moved by James Dane, seconded by Milton 
Elliott. This motion did not carry. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $50.00 to defray the expense of publishing a number of 
copies of the Building Regulations to be kept in the office of the Select- 
men for public use, or act in relation thereto. 

It was moved by Robert Normandin and seconded by Reginald 
Hayes, to pass over Article 11. The motion carried. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,000.00 to be put in the Capital Reserve Fund towards 
the purchase of new road equipment in the near future, or act in relation 
thereto. 

A motion was made by Donald Byam, seconded by Charles French, 
to pass over Article 12. The motion carried. 


Article 13. By request, to see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Trustees of Trust Funds to draw out money now in the Capital 
Reserve Fund, or act in relation thereto. 

A motion was made by Henry Friedrich, seconded by Reginald 
Hayes, to pass over Article 13. The motion carried. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,500.00 to resurface tarred roads in town, or act in relation 
thereto. 

It was so moved by Henry Friedrich, seconded by Howard Prince, 
and was voted in the affirmative. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell or administer property of the town acquired by tax deed or gift. 

It was so moved by Henry Friedrich, seconded by Elliott Hersey, 
and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 to cement the Town Shed Floor and put in a drain, 
or act in relation thereto. 
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It was so moved by Elliott Hersey, seconded by Henry Friedrich, 
and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to make the Town 
Boundary and the School District Bounary in the Chestnut Hill Area 
coextensive by changing the Town Boundary to exclude that portion of 
the Kingdom, Inc. land lying in New Boston and by annexing to the 
New Boston School District the balance of the Amherst School District 
lying in the Town of New Boston, or act in relation thereto. 


A motion was made by Donald Byam, seconded by Milton Elliott, to 
appoint a committee of three to report at the next Town Meeting after 
study of this article. They then amended it to read three Selectmen 
and three of the School Board members. The motion carried. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will-vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell the Doctor’s Equipment, or act in relation thereto. 


A motion was made by Eidsel Stanford, seconded by Robert 
Normandin, to authorize the Selectmen to dispose of the Doctor’s Equip- 
ment at fhe discretion. The motion carried. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $25.00 in cooperation with the New Hampshire Forestry 
and Recreation Commission for the opening and maintaining of trails 
and old roads for Forest Fire Protection, the New Hampshire Forestry 
and Recreation Commission to provide a matching sum not in excess 
of $25.00 for this purpose, or act in relation thereto. 


It was so moved by Elliot Hersey, seconded by Regis Lehman, and 
voted in the affirmative. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $50.00 towards a Village Improvement Project to be super- 
vised by the Selectmen, or act in relation thereto. 


It was so moved by Henry Friedrich, seconded by Reginald Hayes, 
and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to withdraw Highway 
Equipment Capital Reserve, in the amount of $4,000.00 plus interest, 
to be used for notes on new grader, or act in relation thereto. 


It was so moved by Donald Byam, seconded by Walter Dickerman, 
and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $300.00 to cut and remove dead trees in town, or act in 
relation thereto. 

A motion was made by Paul Allen, seconded by Milton Elliott, the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 to cut and remove dead 
trees in town and this to be completed by June 1. The motion carried. 
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Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to hire money to meet the necessary expenses of the Town. 

It was moved by Charles Gould, seconded by Howard Prince, and 
voted in the affirmative. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to deliver inventory blanks at the time inventory is taken. 

It was so moved by Henry Friedrich, seconded by Reginald Hayes, 
and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 25. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting. 

A motion was made by Eidsel Stanford, seconded by Leonard 
Murphy, that a committee be appointed by the Selectmen to study the 
possibility of broadening the New Boston tax base by giving guaranteed 
exemptions on improvements and for new construction of private and 
commercial property and real estate for periods not to exceed five years 
for private property and real estate and ten years for commercial property 
and real estate, and, that the committee so appointed to make this study, 
devise a plan to include it in the New Boston Town Warrant for 1964. 

The motion carried by voice vote. 


Other business: 

1. The Selectmen wish to thank everyone for their cooperation for 
Town Hall Clean-up Day, March 9, 1963. 

2. The Selectmen asked for a rising vote of thanks to Mrs. Fried- 
rich, who worked very hard planning and preparing a wonderful dinner 
for the workers.

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1964 FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Finance Committee wishes to commend the selectmen and the 
school board for their efforts this year in having their budgets prepared 
and presented for early study.

Report of the Forest Fire Wardens and Your District Chief 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the greatest forest fire 
threat to its woodlands in more than sixty years. The continued drought 
brought home to our citizens, as never before, the potential threat of 
destructive fires to their beautiful and valuable forests, homes and liveli- 
hood. In true American tradition of meeting a common threat by volun- 
teer effort, this fire danger was minimized by active prevention, patrol 
and a relinquishing of personal rights for the common good. It was the 
greatest demonstration of public cooperation ever experienced by those 
responsible for local and state fire control. The ready forces of volunteer 
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fire services kept the losses low. For their effort and public response the 
general fire service expresses its heartfelt thanks for a job well done. 

Prevention however, is not just an activity for the bad fire years. 
It must be practiced until it becomes a part of our public conscience — 
a habit. Just plain carelessness with fire causes too many of our fires. 

The following practices and suggestions will help: 

1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn within the 
terms of the permit and in a safe place. Burn late in the afternoon when 
the wind is down or on rainy or damp days. Check your fire and if 
winds develop extinguish it promptly. 

2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump — it’s safer. A neglected 
backyard incinerator causes many fires. 

3. Never discard lighted cibarette or match. Make this a year 
round habit regardless of the safety of your surroundings. 

4. Children caused fires are now a major concern. Keep matches 
away from them and teach them to respect fire and not make it a 
subject of play. 

Lets all join with “Smokey the Bear” and “Keep New Hampshire 
Green” and growing in 1964.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of New Boston: 


I herewith submit my annual report relative to the schools of New 
Boston. 

In September, 1963, the New Boston schools opened with an enroll- 
ment of 258 pupils. The number of pupils per grade is as follows: 


Elementary School ‘High School 
Grade 1] — 22 Grade 5 — 27 Grade 9-15 
Grade 2 — 29 Grade 6 — 20 Grade 10 — 20 
Grade 3 — 22 Grade 7 — 22 Grade 11 —21 
Grade 4— 34 Grade 8—17 Grade 12— 9 


Extensive renovations at a most modest cost were undertaken at New 
Boston High School to provide for full utilization of the school area and 
to make the rooms and hallways more attractive, hence more conducive 
to a learning atmosphere. 

At the high school, Mr. Paul Spellman replaced Mr. Philip Smith as 
principal and has evidenced a full appreciation of the educational 
potential and given direction, coordination and impetus to the efforts 
of the entire student body and staff. 

New teachers at the high school include Mr. Peter Edgecomb, agri- 
culture and shop, Mr. Kenneth Jenkins, mathematics, Mrs. Raymond 
Regan, science, and Mrs. Virginia Wilson, English and French. 

Mr. Gerald Johnson, a teacher at the elementary school last year, 
replaced Mr. James Currier as principal and has effectively made the 
transition and initiated efforts to integrate the efforts of the entire 
teaching staff. Miss Margaret Marston is a new teacher in grade 5 
this year at the elementary school. 

The citizens of New Boston need to be alerted to an ever growing 
school population problem which will require a solution in the immedi- 
ate future. Each year, as the sixth grade is promoted, more pupils will 
enter grade 7 than graduated from the high school. In Grades 1 through 
6, there are 151 pupils as contrasted to only 105 in Grades 7 through 12. 

The New Boston citizens will be required to decide whether to expand 
our present facilities or to continue an attempt to enter into educational 
relationship with a nearby community. No hasty decision should be 
employed in a matter that can affect the boys and girls of New Boston 
for a generation or two and the taxpayers for a lifetime. With unbiased 
study and an honest appraisal, New Boston will wisely meet the problem 
and provide each boy and girl with an educational opportunity that will 
fully prepare him for his particular pursuits. 

As we develop the greatest resources in our community, the potential 
of each boy and girl, our investment pays dividends for the lifetime of 
each, develops an individual who can readily meet and adjust to the 
ever changing demands of our democratic society and provides insurance 
for the perpetuation of American way of life. 

I wish to acknowledge the full cooperation which has been extended 
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to me by the school board, the principals, the teachers, the pupils and 
the citizens of New Boston in our mutual task of promoting the educa- 
tional welfare of the students. I wish also to express my appreciation 
to the Supervisory Union personnel, Mr. Spiro Anastos, Teacher Con- 
sultant, and Mrs. Ruth Henk and Mrs. Harold Smith of the office staff.

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RECORD OF SCHOOL MEETING — MARCH 16, 1963 


School District of New Boston, N. H. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Roland Sallada, 
at 7:15 P.M., March 16, 1963. Prayer was offered by the Rev. John L. 
Aalfs. 

A motion was made by George Peirce, seconded by Milton Elliott, 
to take up Articles 1, 2, 3, 4 and 7. The motion carried and Moderator 
Roland Sallada declared the polls open for ballot voting. 

Article 5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School Board 
and Truant Officer and fix the compensation of any other officers or 
agent of the district. 

A motion was made by Milton Elliott, seconded by George Peirce, 
to pass over Article 5. The motion carried. 

Article 6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or 
Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Superintendent of Schools Ernest Peltonen spoke on the minimum 
requirements for an approved High School and a non-comprehensive 
High School. 

Milton Elliott explained the work that had been done at the High 
School and that the plans were approved by Herbert L. Whitney, Safety 
Inspector and State Fire Marshal Aubrey Robinson. 

David Nixon gave a report of the status of the Co-Operative studies 
made the past year. 

Mr. Peltonen explained the new bookkeeping system used in the 
State this year. This will be uniform with other states. 

Article 8. Milton Elliott made a motion, seconded by George Peirce, 
that the district will raise and appropriate $137,632.59 for the support 
of schools, for the salaries of school district officials and agents, and 
for the payment of statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize 
the application against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated 
to be received from the State foundation aid fund together with other 
income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the balance between 
the estimated revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be 
raised by taxes by the Town. 

Kenneth Forbes made an amendment, seconded by James Dane, that 
the sum of money be changed from $137,632.59 to $123,235.02. This 
was a ballot vote: 205 votes cast, 87 Yes and 118 No. The amendment 
did not carry. 

Returning to the original motion, it was so voted in the affirmative 
by ballot vote: 195 votes cast, 126 Yes and 69 No. 

Article 9. David Nixon made a motion, seconded by Robert 
Normandin, to see if the district will vote to direct the school board 
to study the negotiation of a long term contract for New Boston High 
School pupils to attend Goffstown High School. 


It was a voice vote in the affirmative. 
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Article 10. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. 

A rising vote of thanks was given to Rheba Locke for six years serving 
on the School Board. 

A rising vote of thanks was given to Charles French for his fine work 
on the 1962 Town Report cover. 

It was moved and seconded to adjourn after the ballots were counted. 
The meeting adjourned 11:20 P.M.
